would have killed her. On the Satutilay 
night before the murder Mrs. Wheeler 
came to my house and said, 'I cannot 
sleep at home any more until I tell you 
about my trouble with Wheeler. 
List 
night we had another terrible quarrel. 
Ton know I am making my will. Whel- 
ler wants me to will my property so that 
he can control it, and I don't want to do 
that. 
We had a terrible time. 
He 
seized me and strangled me so that I 
barely escaped with my life.' I advised 
her to leave the house or tell her xela- 
tives about it, but she said that she dis- 
liked to let the world know of her trou- 
bles after 
they had 
lived together 
for so many years. Thursday night be 
fore the murder I saw her again and she 
seemed to be deeply affected. She said 
that whenever they talked about the 
property Wheeler became very angry, 
and when she spoke of her will and its 
provisions he became unusually passion 
ate, and struck her. When the murder 
occurred I had serious misgivings, but 
hoped that some one else would be found 
who actually committed the crime, 
think it is my duty now to divulge what 
I know."

Arhmien, a prince of the German Em- 
pire, who has been rendered penniless 
by the profligacy of his father, meets 
and falls in love with a very lovable 
American girl. 
He has, however, in the 
meantime, in a momeni of desperation, 
engaged himself to a scheming and eld- 
erly widow of supposed wealth. 
To es- 
cape from this odious marriage the 
prince feigns insanity, and subsequently 
pretends to have committed suicide. 
He then assumes the character of foster 
brother to the late prince, and engages 
himself as courier in the family of his 
inamorata, and in that capacity wins 
heart and by exposing the mercenary 
motives of the older woman frees him- 
self (the prince) from all obligations to 
her. 


THE Toronto Glohe is not enthusias- 
tic over the prospects of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad. 
The subsidies which 
aided its comiDletion have swollen the 
debt of the Dominion to at least $275,- 
000,000, perhaps, including liabilities, 
$300,000,000. Taxation has been heav- 
ily increased. 
There were deficits in 
1884 and 1885, and there will be an- 
other this year. 
The people of Canada 
have paid a heavy price for the glory 
of building a transcontinental road in 
a hurry. It is now time to test the 
ouestion of returns on the outlay. 
Huch of this line runs through an un- 
inviting country; a wilderness north of 
Lake Superior, and a mountain region 
further west. 
Between those sections 
there is a stretch of good country, but 
settlement has not followed the con- 
struction of the road as rajjidly as was 
expected. 
This thinly settled piaine 
section is burdened with the suppo"*: of 
two unprofitable stretches of road, 
with but a moderate population at tlie 
eastern, and scarcely any at the west- 
ern terminus. It is an open question 
if the sparse population of the prairies 
and what Oriental traffic can be ob- 
tained will be sufficient to pay expenses 
and interest on the debt. 
When the 
contracts were made the people were 
assured that the road would cost thorn 
nothing,' as more than money enough 
to cover the whole cost would be ob- 
tained from the sale of the Northwest 
lands. It turns out that the sale of lands 
thus far has not paid for the cost of 
survey and management, and there is a 
heavy annual charge for interest. The 
road has been thoroughly, even extrav- 
agantly, built and stocked, and some 
time will be good property, but for a 
number of years to coiue it will proba- 
bly be a heavy load to Carry, and hard- 
ly in a condition to compete with the 
lines of the United States.

GETTING RID OF T H E FLAT 
FRONT 


AND 
SHARP 
CORNER. 


A BOSTON HOMB. 


The Colonial, Utilitarian and Crazy Pe- 
riods of American House Building* 
After All These, We are Developing 
a Keally Attractive Architecture. 


Out of the chaos of ugliness and uncertainty 
as to what they really wanted the Ajuerican 
people are at length evolving some beautiful 
homes. 
The old colonial architecture was a 
type to itself. 
Some of the houses yet stand- 
ing, with their square face and peaked roofs, 
are really picturesque under the softening 
influence of two centuries, and with the old 
tree:» around them. 


After that came the utilitarian period in 
our architecture. 
A house was a place to 
eat and sleeep in and to be protected from 
the weather in. Besides, immediately after 
the revolution there was so much work to do 
that people had no time to think of anything 
else. 
The citizens of our young republic had 
a new continent to conquer, ail their own, 
and they were impatient to be at work. 
After that came the crazy period, when we 
tried to do something and could not. We 
are at length coming out of that stage. 


The picture of the Boston mansion shows 
what American houses have grown to in 
most recent times. 
Part of a double 
residence in Beacon 
street 
appears in 
t h e 
illustration. 
The whole buil<iing 
Is constructed in a 
way worth noting 
here. 
Two well to 
do citizens wish to 
make homes on ad- 
jacent 
lots. 
The 
hideous old fashion 
of 
b u i l d i n g 
a 
"block" of houses 
so alike that one 
may 
easily mis- 
take his neighbor's 
door for his own, 
is 
properly hate- 
ful to both. 
They 
lay 
their 
heads 
together, and 
consult 
skilled 
architects. 
They plan and build 
a 
sort of 
co-operative 
structure. 
On 
the outside it looks 
like all one house 
—large, stately, and imposing as a cas- 
tle. 
Inside it is separated into two com- 
plete homes, more thoroughly separate even 
than the ugly old "blocks." 
Heaven grant 
those rows of meaningless buildings, with 
dark rooms all through the center, will some 
day quite disappear from American cities. 


In New York architecture has taken a 
surprising flight in recent years. 
That quar- 
ter of the city which is now growing most 
rapidly is the West side, so called. 


In the second illustration are seen the at- 
tempts of the Yankee intellect to adorn and 
disguise

time. The attempt 
is not half a bad 
stagger either. The 
plan of the budd- 
ing 
in the first 
picture is the the 
best, however, for 
connected 
houses.

of the old dark room blocks better than these 
themselves did. These houses can thus bo 
very well constnicted to look like one. 
With 
more than that, there would perhaps be a 
difficulty, though not an insurmountable one. 
For semi-surburban homes, where a little strip 
of side yard can be left now and then, these 
clusters of two and three houses together will 
be both picturesque and convenient for people 
who are not rich enough to have a yard all 
to themselves. 
Such clusters add to the 
pleasing effect of the half country landscape, 
relieving the dull flabbiness. 


For homes in cities for persons of small or 
moderate means, beyond a doubt the newest 
fashion of apartment 
houses, 
sometimes 
called "French flats," is best. 
Some of these 
in New York city are thirteen stories high, 
and are occupied by a hundred families. 
They are a village in one house. To a few 
best of them there is only one central front 
entrance; through this all pass. 
The halls 
run parallel with the street, which is much 
the better way for so large a building. There 
need thus be no dark rooms. 


Still another ideal of front ornamentation 
is exhibited in the thii-d picture. 
It, too, 
shows the stead- 
fast 
attempt 
t o 
get away from the 
b a l d , flat front. 
Every s u c h a t - 
tempt is to be con- 
demned. 
In this 
instance it has been 
q u i t e 
successful 
The bouse shown 
is a new one in 
New York 
c i t y ,

park, and not far 
from the Hudson 
river. 
This part of 
the 
great 
city is almost the only one 
in which vacant building spaces are yet 
left, 
and these 
are now 
filling rap- 
idly. 
The houses being constructed here 
are for families of moderate means. 
They 
are three stories with manMoi roof, many 
of them, and connected, butffpiere is every- 
where the endeavor to give picturesqueness 
and variety to the exterior. 


It has only recently dawned on us, appar- 
ently, that rich and beautiful architectural 
ornaments can be 
made of just plain 
b r i c k 
clay, red, 
yellow and other 
colors. 
It can be 
molded and baked 
into any s h a p e . 
For cornices and 
w i n d o w s 
a n d 
doors, 
for walls 
themselves, 
noth- 
ing can be richer 
or more tastefuL 
Along with the en> 
deavor to relieve 
the flat front has 
Oome a most conunendable desire to do away 
with the sharp comer. 
So should it be 
alike with the sharp comers in our .houses 
and in our characters. 
The last picture is an 
architectural success in comers. 
A tower 
can always bo constructed which will break 
at least one sharp edge of a house. In itb 
construction the terra cotta ornamentation 
alluded to can be very effectively employed. 


Bricks will soon be made of any shade do- 
sired, a process having been found of mixing 
the coloring matter with the wet clay before 
burning. 
Besides, no country has so many 
varieties of beautiful natural colored clayr 
as ours. 
Some handsome houses have lately 
been constructed of straw colored brick, with 
dark red or brownish green ornamentation 
for window caps, doors and comicet.
